Bank Bandit Sen- 
~~ tenced To lonia 


From 18 months to seven years — 
in Ionia prison is the sentence 
meted out to Lloyd Lanning, 21 
year old Flint _man,. who. at-; 
tempted to hold up Grayling 
Stafeé Savings Bank May 7th. 
Lanning was apprehended on the 
same day of his act since when 
he has been.imprisoned in the 
vounty jail. 

Judge Guy E. Smith held a 
special session of Circuit court 
here Monday purposely to ar- 
raign Lanning, at which time the 
latter entered a plea of guilty. 

At the closing minute of the 
bank on the afternoon of May. 
7th, Lanning crowded his way 
into the bank and after he got 
in it appears that he didn't like 
the looks of the situation and got 
out in a hurry. 

After leaving the bank he 
boarded a south-bound Michigan 
Central freight but when the 
train reached Roscommon he 
found Deputy Frank May and 
Assistant Cashier Geo. Schroeder 
awaited him. He gave up with- 
out resistance when he saw that 
he was caught. He claimed that 
he had recently been married 
and was out of work and was 
unable to support his wife and 
himself and therefore made this 
unsuccessful attempt at banditry. 


He was armed with an automatic 
revolver. 

Lanning was represented in 
court by Attorney Frank Stipes 
of Flint. He was taken to Ionia 
Tuesday by Frank May who was 
accompanied by his wife.

‘The new elevated waterworks 
tank is finished and it looks like 
a fine job.

Daring, 
expert workers were employed 
on the work. To erect those 
massive frames with their thous- 
ands of rivets, and likewise the 
tank and its fittings tested the 
engineering ability of the erec- 
tion crews. As the men climbed 
and walked about the framework 
as it was being assembled it 
made one shudder with appre- 
hension for their safety. 

Mr. L. P. Kuffel, superintend- 
ent on the job, stated that. there 
were only about 500 men engag- 
ed in this class of work in this 
country. However by the skill 
and daring of his men the job 
was completed without an ac- 
cident.

Up to this time I have had very little to say with refer- 
ence to the subscription campaign being conducted by the 
Liner Circulation Service for the Crawford Avalanche, Mr.

WHO'S TO BLAME? 

On several different occasions 
the Avalanche ‘has called atten- 
tion to the annoyance by children 
of the band at their weekly Fri- 
day night concerts in the court 
yard, It makes no difference 
whether: the band ts playing or 
not, the running and yelling of 
young boys and girls goes on just 
the same. It annoys the miisiciais 
and mars the concert for those 
who wish to listen. 


The last Friday concert was 
terrible because of this dis- 
turbance. Children may be tvo 
young to understand that they 


should be quiet at such places. 
In such cases the parents should 
instruct them. And it is quite | 
possible that the parents of some 
of them do not know what is go- 
ing on and would be shocked to 
learn that their boy or girl is a 
party to such disturbances. There 
is always that chance. 

However someone is respon- 
sible for the conduet of these 
boys and girls. They have no 
right to disturb these concerts 
whether théy do it innocently or 
deliberately. It must be stopped. 
Not only do they mar the con- 
certs for the players and the 
audience but they give the city 
a reputation for lawlessness. The 
public has the right to demand 
that the area about the court 
yard be kept quiet during the 


concerts. Jf children must play.

"AMENDMENTS SUGGESTED 


Polltical Domination of Federal Re- 
serve Board Declared to Be 
Undesirable for Depositors 
as Well as Their Banks, 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Business 
men and bankers alike who have ap- 
peared before committees of Con- 
gress to present views regarding the 
Banking Act of 1935 have found com- 
mon cause for criticism in those pro- 

.Visions which they agree would cre- 
- ate the means for undesirable politi- 
cal contro! over the Federal Reserve 
System and thereby over individual 
banks throughout the United States. 
They have made the point that this 
undesirable condition would affect 
“depositors in banks even more than 
the banks themselves. 

This view has been stressed in 
eriticisms by the Chamber of Com. 
merce of the Onited States, and the 
question of partisan control over 
banking was the central theme of a 
statement presented by R. S. Hecht, 
President of the American Bankers 
Association, who appeared before 
the Senate Sub-Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency hearings here. Mr. 
Hecht declared that his orgauization 
fs actuated by a desire to be helpful 
to Congress “in enacting effective 
and workable banking legislation in 
the interest of all our people.” He 
said in part: 

“If it is finally decided that it is 
necessary to carry this legislation 
through at this session, we are 
strongly of the opinion that special 
care should be taken to keep our 
credit control and banking mechan- 
ism free from any sort of political 
considerations. 

“In making this statement 1 do not 
wish to appear to question the pro- 
priety of the Government's exerting 
& certain amount of control over 
banking operations so far as they 

_ affect the nation’s currency and gen- 
eral monetary policy. Nor do we ob- 
ject to broad powers of supervision 
over the operation of our banking 
institutions because of the sem!-pub- 
He responsibilities they carry, But 
when it comes to’such matters as 
the granting of credit and the mak- 
ing of investments by our banks, 
these are questions of business poli- 
cles that surely shousd not be under 
the sole contro} of a board so const!- 
tuted as to be dependent upon parti- 
san.or political considerations under 
any administration.

The Basis of Sound Credit 


“The real conditions that create 
the necessity for the expansion or. 
contraction of credit arise from the 
needs of agricuiture, industry and 
trade themselves, wholly independ: 
ent of the administrative poltcies of 
the party which happens to be in 
Dower.

Banks Rapidly Reduce Debt 


Although the sum of $1,860,000,000 
has been advanced to banka and 
trust companies by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation since it be- 
gan operations in February, 1932, 
down to April 30, 1935, these Institu- 
tions have repaid no less than 
$1,340,000,000, or more than 72%.

The Greatest Difficulty 

I think the greatest difficulty we 
have to overcome in America today 
is due to our impatience with the 
progress we are making towards re 
covery. We must realize that while 
the Government can help by direct- 
ing some measures for relief and re- 
covery. we must help ourselves by 
doing our share to give impetus to 
the Government’s efforts. We have 
the same country and basically the 
same busjnesses, factories and peo- 
ple we had prior to the depression, 
and business initiative must step 
forward if real recovery is to be 
achieved, 

The theory we often hear ex- 
pressed that banks create business 
activity is wrong. Banking can only 
make a supplementary contribution 
to business activity. Bankers have 
the facilities and the desire to ex- 
tend credit, but business must ini- 
tiate activity by seeking the credit 
which is readily available to all 
worthy borrowers. 

Let it be said for business, how- 
ever, that business men are as eager 
as bankers to contribute towards re- 
covery. 1 think some of the trouble 
lies In the fact that too many legis- 
Jative measures have been proposed 
for reform which leave an uncer- 
tainty in the minds of business lead- 
era as to their eventual outcome and 
effect, Consequently, they hesitate to 
expand until the probable effects of 
such legislation are known. 


MAKING T HARDER 
FOR BANK ROBBERS 


Mechanical Devices That Im- 
pede the Work of Bandits 
Described by Bankers As- 

sociation Official 


The impediments which the hard 
working bank robber now meets in 
plying his trade among small as well 
as \arge banks are described by 
James E. Baum, Deputy Manager 
American Bankers Association in 
charge of its Protective Department, 
in an article in “Banking” published 
by his organization. 

“Protective equipment will mini- 
mize if not prevent loss,” Mr. Baum 
says, “such as the silent automatic 
type of alarm, approved tear gas sy& 
tems, several styles of bandit resist- 
ing enclosures and timelocks, or 
safes equipped with timelocks, which 
can be set for intervals of a few 
minutes. 

“The silent automatic alarms Oop- 
erate in the beginning of a holdup 
and through action carried out by 
the bank employees in obedience to 
the bandits’ commands. They are 
adaptable to the emaller banks which 
continue to be easiest targets for 
bank robbery. 


Tear Gas Systems 


“Tear gas systems have their ad- 
vantages as self-contained protective 
units where outside aid {s inconven- 
jent of too remote from the bank to 
be effective, One objection to the use 
of tear gas in preventing holdup is 
the need of pressing a lever or but- 
ton to discharge ft. Although this 
necessary action seems too much to 
expect of the victims in a crisis 
where their lives are in jeopardy, the 
fact remains that tear gas systems 
have defeated bank robbery. Its de 
terrent value is also important, 


‘The 
lock manufacturers also produce 
timelocks which can be set to open 
at intervals of five minutes or longer. 
These locks are especially adapted 
for attachment to small safes or 
chesta for safeguarding surplus 
funds while the bank ts open for 
business.”
